Washington, March 1—(AP)—A 


house veterans subcommittee re- 
ported today it had found "some 
cases of beatings and mistreatment 
of patients in certain Veterans ad- 
ministration hospitals". 


The finding was one of a series 


in the report, based on an investi- 
gation that started early last year 
following charges by Rep. Philbm 
(D-Mass), of "inefficiency and cal- 
lous treatment" of veterans. 


The committee made 22 recom- 


mendations, including- one that the 
Veterans administration undertake 
"continuous undercover investiga- 
tion of all neuropsychiatnc hos- 
pitals". 


Many Are Loyal 


The committee said its investi- 


gation showed "an attitude of 
complacency and inflexibility" on 
the part of some administrative 
heads, but that it found 
also 


"many 
loyal and hard-working 


staff members who were doing all 
in their power to cope with an in- 
creasingly grave emergency, ex- 
erting every effort to meet the 
needs of the sick and disabled". 


Other finding included: 
"The assignment of conscientious 


objectors and Negro troops by the 
army to certain Veterans adminis- 
tration hospitals has caused some 
mistreatment and maltreatment of 
patients. 


"There has been maladministra- 


tion of some hospitals operated by 
the Veterans administration. 


Hard to Fire Help 


"The administrator of veterans 


affairs could not discharge incomp- 
etent professional medical person- 
nel without preferring 
charges 


against the individual and then 
sustaining these charges in. a com- 
plicated time-consuming procedure. 
On account of this, the administra- 
tion has followed the practice of 
merely transferring incompetent 
employees from one station to an- 
afber T-higb causes the patients 
to suffer". 


The committee said it believed 


recent legislation giving the Vet- 
erans administrator more author- 
ity in hiring and firing medical 
personnel and establishing a De- 
partment of Medicine and Surgery 
would improve care and treatment 
of veterans.

Possible enactment of a state 


soldier bonus plan for submission 
at a statewide referendum Nov. 5 
was considered the main purpose 
of any special session Governor 
Green might call, but the Repub- 
lican governor has said only that 
he is awaiting a report of a spe- 
cial legislative commission study- 
ing the bonus question. 


May Meet This Month 


Some legislators say the com- 


mission may report before April 
1. Sources close to the governor 
say it's possible the special ses- 
sion call may 9e issued before 
the April 9 primary election, and 
that the lawmakers may gather 
ata Springfield later—possibly in 
May or June. 


The bonus committee has been 


holding hearings and studying na- 
tional and state bonus opinions 
during the last few months. The 
main question has been how to 
finance Illinois payments which 
might total several hundred mil- 
lion dollars to more than 800,000 
veterans. 


The Illinois bonus after World 


war I was financed by a bond is- 
sue and final interest payments 
on it were made only recently. 


During the last regular legisla- 


tive session ended June 30, 1945, 
some legislators sought to ear- 
mark part of the state's two per 
cent sales tax revenue for bonus 
funds, or to increase the sales tax 
to pay the ex-service men.

bonus proposals, however,' were 
pigeon-holed when the Republican 
administration decided in favor of 
a commission to study the matter.

Kaiser Predicts 


Disaster If OPA 


Is Discontinued 


Washington, March 1—(AP)— 


Henry J. Kaiser told congress to- 
day that removal of price con- 
trols "would spell rum for the 
great mass of mankind which has 
only limited purchasing power". 


The west coast industrialist 


made the forecast while urging the 
house banking committee to ap 
prove legislation to continue OPA 


Kaiser declared abolition of the 


agency would result in "inflation 
of disastrous proportions through- 
out the whole field of production 
and distribution laying its heaviest 
toll on those who are the least 
able to bear if. 


He said he agreed with oppon- 


ents of price control that the best 
way to avoid inflation is to insure 
full production, but he added: 


"There is , as yet, no convincing 


argument 
that 
full 
production 


must await removal of price con- 
trols. 


"The Office of Stabilization can 


and will help us to increase pro- 
duction, and I am certain that the 
OPA will handle its pricing power 
to the end that maximum produc- 
tion will be achieved. 


"The 
best way to increase pro- 


duction will be to stop bickering 
and go to work, with all sides 
ready to give and take in the all- 
important effort to raise produc- 
tion to the level of demand".

G. E. Strikers Clash With Police 


Washington, March 1—(AP)— 


One if the weirdest stories of the 
war came to light today—how the 
allies planned to create a 2,000,- 
000-ton self-propelled iceberg as a 
floating airfield. 


As blueprinted by the British, 


the fantastic aircraft carrier would 
lave been a chunk of frozen water 
and wood pulp 2,000 feet long, 300 
feet wide and 200 feet deep. 


Propelled by electric motors and 


defended by its own antiaircraft 
guns, it would have provided a 
Morth Atlantic base for airplanes 
hunting German submarines. Its 
cost was estimated at $70,000,000. 


The project reached the point 


where a 1,000-ton model was built 
on a Canadian lake and tested for 
six months in 1943 before the idea 
was dropped, according to an an- 
nouncement released last night in 
Ottawa, London and Washington. 


Technicians reported the strange 


carrier would have been virtually 
invulnerable to submarine attack. 
A torpedo exploding against ice- 
wood 
pulp walls 
would have 


gouged out a crater no more than 
three feet deep. 


Success of other anti-submarine 


tactics and technical difficulties in 
building the gigantic floating field 
led to its abandonment.

The administration told congress 
today that granting of a proposed 
vS3.750,000,000 credit to Great Brit- 
ain "will not be a precedent for 
a loan to any other country". 


The statement was made in a re- 


port by the National advisory 
council on international monetary 
and financial problems. President 
Truman forwarded it to Capitol 
Hill with a notice that he soon 
would ask expansion of the Ex- 
port-Import Bank's lending au- 
thority from two billion dollars to 
$3,250,000,000. 


In his accompanying message 


the president said "I fully en- 
dorse" 
limiting- future 
foreign 


loans through the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1947, to the amount 
of the Export-Import Bank's capi- 
t#l under the proposed expansion. 


Hip

rehabilitation 
is 
getting ahead. 


Both transport and coal produc- 
tion are improving. Importation 
of foodstuffs may solve the other 
pressing need.

American hotels, which have en- 


joyed a sellers' market for some 
time now, are getting worried. 
They fear that the much-public- 
ized room shortage in most cities, 
plus the enormous profits they are 
supposed to be making, will tempt 
everybody ana la's biu'iLei 
hotel business. 


So the American Hotel Associa- 


tion has issued an historical study 
of what happened after World War 
I when similar conditions encour- 
aged a boom in new hotels.

81 per cent of 
the nation's hostelnes fell into the 
hands of receivers, and the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company at 
one time found itself the owner of 
138 hotels.
